A friend  of  mine  called  my  attention  to  this  Blackberry  in 
1920,  growing  on  the  black  land,  two  miles  east  of  town,  and 
one  mile  from  where  the  famous  Austin  Dewberry  originated, 
I set  42  of  these  plants  in  the  winter  of  1920  on  my  sandy  land. 
A fine  growth  m 1921  gave  me  15  gallons  of  fine  berries  on  the 
42  plants,  in  1922,  and  in  1924  I gathered  85  gallons  of  fine 
berries  from  these  plants.  This  berry  had  been  bearing  fine 
berries  in  the  same  spot  for  possibly  40  years,  and  it  is  thought 
that  the  seed  might  have  come  from 'Tennessee  as  it  has  the 
old  time  sweet  flavor  that  they  had  in  the  old  fields  in  the  old 
States.  This  berry  bears  on  its  own  merits  and  needs  no  fer- 
tilizing from  any  other,  Grows  on  both  black  and  sandy  land 
and  will  thrive  where  any  otner  berry  will ; is*  a nice  sized  berry 
and  a glossy  jet  black,  the  least  bit  fiattish  on  both  sides  and  is 
very  sweet.  The  growth  of  the  plant  is  similar  to  the  Dallas 
berry,  only  a little  sfcraighter  up  with  the  second  year  growth. 

I have  just  a few  hundred  of  these  plants  to  offer  my  trade 
this  season  at  $1.50  per  dozen  or  $10,00  per  hundred.  You
